WASHINGTON — There were 
strong indications Wednesday 
night that the United States has 
decided upon a temporary sus- 
pension of atomic weapons tests. 

Reports from _ authoritative 
sources said the new policy had 
been embraced in the hope that 
a lasting end to tests can be | 
aranged under fool-proof inter- 
national agreement. 

A White House announcement 
was said to be imminent, per- 
haps scheduled for Thursday, the 
sources said. 

The decision appeared to tie in 
with the agreement at Geneva 
between Western and Soviet sci- 
entists on methods of checking 
on any future agreement to end- 
ing testing of nuclear weapons.

Reciprocal Trade Bill

WASHINGTON—President Eisenhower signed the 
reciprocal trade bill Wednesday and called the legisla- 
tion ‘‘a firm, forward step on the road to a stronger 
America in a world at peace.” 


The bill strengthens arnt. re- 
news for four years the Presi- 
dent’s authority to make agree- 
ments with other countries for 
the mutual reduction of tariff bar- 
riers to world trade. The 1934 en- 
abling act expired June 30. 

While he réquested a five-year 
renewal, Eisenhower said Con- 
gress was to be “particularly 


commended for enacting the long- 
est extension in the history of the 
trade agreements program.” 


Previous extensions had been 
for three years or less. The main 
purpose of the longer renewal is 
to gtve the United States effec- 
live bargaining power for negoti- 
ating a trade agreement with the 
European economic community, 
which is now establishing a six- 
nation common market. 


The signing of the bill capped 
a hard-fought victory for the 


peace in the Middle East. 

He indicated that rejection now 
of his suggestion for creation of a 
U.N, police force wouldn’t be too 
discouraging. 


SOVIETS AND HISTORY 


In his U.N. speech, Eisenhower 
called for action to halt indirect 
aggression. In response to a ques- 
tion, he told his news conference 
indirect aggression would multiply 
the world’s problems but wouldn't 
necessarily lead to a big war. 


He said he believes the Soviets 
eventually will abandon subver- 
sion. He said all history shows 
that when any dictatorship goes 
too far in its control, ‘“‘just the

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Asks States’ Help 


President Eisenhower’s Wednesday 
press conference heard him say the only 
thing any president could say concerning 
the support of federal courts in the field 
of school integration—or any other issue 
in which the courts may act. 

He has an oath to carry out. He will 
do so. What he personally thinks is not 
relevant or important. He made a very 
powerful appeal to states’ rights—name- 
ly, that the states themselves see to it 
that the laws and the courts are sus- 
tained and it not be made necessary for 
the federal government to use its pow- 
ers—as it must if anarchy is the alter- 
native. 

“Every American must understand 
that if an individual community or state 
is going successfully and continuously to 
defy the courts, then there is anarchy 
_.. there can be no equivocation as to the 
responsibility of the federal govern- 
ment in that event... .” 


The President, being bound by oath, 
cannot do otherwise. 

The several states which wish so to 
do may, for example, go to the extreme 
of closing their schools. Tragic as this 
would be, it would be preferable to mob 
defiance of courts. At any rate, the fed- 
eral position is clear and all states should 
understand the importance of staying 
within the law—in whatever they do— 
if federal intervention is to be avoided. 


The President, in the field of econom- 
ics, reassured the retailers and producers 
of the nation. He does not at this time 
plan any government controls. He was 
critical of the Congress which in an elec- 
tion year is on something of a spending 
spree. He thought it would have been 
wiser to have held to the policy of econ- 
omy which dominated Congress a year 
ago. 

He believes if the free world follows 
a steady course the Soviets may be dis- 
suaded from their policy of indirect ag- 
gression. 

This marked a retreat from the 
stronger Dulles policy on this issue. The 
new U.S. approach seems to be one of 
arranging to focus world attention and 
opinion on this type aggression. There 
has been a cooling off on requests that 
the U.N. “do something” about it. 


The nation’s defenses he believes to 
be adequate—stronger than ever in our 
history.

Let’s Clamp Stopper 
On Gang Fights Here 


A disturbing increase in gang fights 
has been noted in Atlanta this summer. 

Only through the vigilance of police 
in arresting 23 persons Tuesday was an- 
other melee prevented. 

Testimony at their trial revealed some 
shocking facts. The fight was to have 
been between women in the group. Of 
the 23 arrested, 11 were females. One 
was a married woman with two children. 
Ages of the 23 ranged from that of juve- 
niles (under 17 years old) to 24. 

Youngsters on the prowl are bad 
enough. Mix in adults and the situation 
worsens. 

Municipal Court Judge Ed Brock has 
warned that the courts will not tolerate 
hoodlumism and gang activity in Atlanta. 
The police and courts indeed have kept 
the situation from getting out of hand. 
But the very fact that there is an in- 
crease in such brawls, real and threat- 
ened, is in itself a matter of serious 
concern to the entire community. 

The Citizens Crime Commission to be 
organized here will render a most valu- 
able service if it can root out the causes 
of the rise in gang fights and effect cor- 
rections,

Toward Disarmament 


While the U.N. is far from agree- 
ment, it is hopeful and interesting to 
note that the Western nations and those 
of the Communist bloc have reached a 
first and basic agreement on a detec- 
tion system for enforcing an international 
ban on atomic testing. 

It is the first positive step toward 
disarmament in more than a decade of 
futile and frustrating discussions. The 
agreement is on the feasibility and ways 
of detecting atomic tests. This, it is be- 
lieved, meets the United States’ demand 
that any disarmament agreements must 
be capable of being enforced through in- 
spection, 

Thus, the United States is almost 
bound to enter into negotiations looking 
toward an ending of atomic tests. To 
refuse would be to place ourselves out- 
side the moral law of the times. Our 
own people are of such a mind. 

The unhappy fact is that we likely 
are not ready to end tests because we 
are behind the Russians. It is almost 
certainly true the Soviets have con- 
cluded all tests they desire or need. We 
have not. But the pressure will be 
irresistible and it will come from within 
the U.S. as well as from other nations. 

Here again we have, as in the U.N., 
an expression of the worldwide moral 
weight against war and use of such 
weapons. Certainly we must do nothing 
to disassociate ourselves from it whether 
we are done with testing or not. To do 
so would be to throw all morality be- 
hind the Soviets, who have not earned 
it and who do not deserve it.

Pulse of the Public . 
Ellaville Old-Timer Remembers Speech 


. Ellaville—A letter to you from 
Mrs. T. E. Elder of Clarkston 
telling how Georgia once. had 
three governors within six months 
recalls a boyhood experience re- 
lated to this unusual circum- 
stance. 


I was almost 16. during the 
gubernatorial campaign of 1882 
and went by buggy some eight 
miles to Americus to hear Alex- 
ander H. Stephens speak from a 
platform in a grove situated on 
what is now Cotton avenue. The 
revered vice president of the 
Confederacy arrived in a Car- 
riage which was driven to the 
edge of the platform. The buxom 
driver alighted, picked up the tiny 
Stephens in his arms and placed 
him in a rocking chair from which 
he spoke. 

The incumbent governor, Alford 
H. Colquitt, also made an address 
in which he strongly defended ap- 
pointment of Joe Brown as sen- 
ator, an action which had been 
bitterly criticized. 

As Mrs. Elder related, the vic- 
torious Stephens died soon after 
taking office and Senate Presi- 
dent James §. Boynton became 
governor. Then followed one of 
the state’s most historic wrangles 
when a convention argued for 
days before a compromise selec- 
tion of McDaniel as governor for 
the unexpired term. 

Soon to become 92, I have lived 
in Ellaville for 71 years and am 
Schley County’s oldest male cit- 
izen. Although I have followed 
political campaigns closely since 
my boyhood, the picturesque ap- 
pearance of Stephens remains one 
of my brightest memories.

governmental secrecy in the federal de- 


ting unnecessary 
partments, but the battle for the public’s right to know what is hap- 


pening in Washingon goes on. 

The bill makes it unlawful for 
federal department heads to bot- 
tle up information to which the 
people are entitled by distorting 
an ancient statute passed in 1789. 
This information has no relation 
to national defense, to income 
taxes, trade secrets or such 
things. 

No fewer than 80 other federal 
statutes are still on the books au- 
thorizing secrecy of one sort or 
another so let’s not imagine that 
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“inherent right under the Consti- 
tution’’ to bottle up information. 

The most that has been claimed 
in the past, we believe, is that 
the government has the right to 
withhold records and information 
which actually are lawfully se- 
cret, confidential or otherwise not 
subject to compulsory disclosure 
pursuant to valid acts of Con- 
gress or controlling judicial de- 
cisions.

It is noted 
here that Nixon has been ex- 
tremely quiet recently, apparent- 
ly on the theory that there is noth- 
ing he can say about Sherman 
Adams or the Middle East that 
will be both truthful and helpful 
to his candidacy. 

The only significant change in 
the picture, however, is in the po- 
sition of Kennedy. When he ar- 
rived in the Senate in 1953 he 
established himself as the rookie 
of the year and this was about 
the way he was regarded until 
the Democratic convention 
of 1956. 

The pros, who are older and 
therefore allergic to rookies, 
thought he was too young — 35 
when he came in, 41 now — and 
some of them even thought he 
was too pretty. Also he read (and 
even wrote) books and spoke to 
people at Harvard—all of which 
encouraged the professionals to 
wonder whether he was tough 
enough for the big time.

tice, Eisenhower said all Ameri- 
cans must comply with final or- 
ders of the courts and that all 


states must make sure such com- » | 
pliance is possible. 


“Each state,” he said, ‘“‘owes 
to its inhabitants, to its sister 
states and to the Union the obliga- 
tion to suppress unlawful forces. 
It cannot by action or deliberate 
failure to act permit violence to 
frustrate the preservation of indi- 
vidual rights as determined by a | 
court decree. 


“NO EQUIVOCATION” 


“It is my hope that each state 
will fulfill its obligation with a 
full realization of the gravity of 
any other course. Defiance of this 
duty would present the most ser- 
ious problem, but there can be no 
equivocation as to the responsibil- 
ity of the federal government in 
such an event.” 


Saying then his feelings have 
not changed in the past year, Ei- 
senhower recalled a statement he 
made in a nationwide radio-tele- 
vision speech last Sept. 24—a few 
hours after he.ordered U.S. troops 
into Little Rock and called the 
Arkansas; National Guard into fed- 
eral service. 


Eisenhower quoted his own 
words then: “The very basis of 
our individual rights and freedoms 
rests upon the certainty that 
the President and the executive 
branch of government will support 
and insure the carrying out of the 
decisions of the federal courts.” 

Since that action a year ago, 
Eisenhower has been criticized by 
some Negro groups znd others on 
the ground that he has done little 
to prepare the way for compliance 
with integration ordered by the 
courts. 

His latest statement may have 
been the result of an exchange at 
his last news conference two 
weeks ago. : 


NO SPEECHES 


Asked then if he had any plans 
to head off tensions sure to arise 
in areas under orders to integrate 
the schools, he said he had not 
planned any speeches. 

“If I could think of anything I}: 
thought would be effective” be- 
fore the schools start, he said, 
“why, I certainly shouldn’t hesi- 
tate to do it.” 

Aftér reading his 220-word state- 
ment Wednesday, Eisenhower said 
he would have nothing further to 
say about integration. He did re- 
spond to one other question, how- 
ever, refusing—as he has done in 
the past—to say how he personal- 
ly feels about mixing of races in 
the schools. 

He said he has a duty under 
the Constitution to enforce the 
laws as they are interpreted by the 
Supreme Court, and th.:t it would 
be completely unwise to say how 
he feels about individual ones. 

“T have an oath; I expect to 
carry it out,’ Eisenhower said. 

‘“‘And the mere fact that I could 
disagree very violently with a de- 
cision, and would so express my- 
self, then my own duty would be 
much more difficult to carry out 
I think.”

Iraq Gets U.S. Arms, 
First Since the Revolt

BAGHDAD—tThe first shipment of U.S. military 


aid to reach Iraq since the 


revolution arrived at Basra 


Wednesday. In Baghdad Premier Abdul Karim Kassem 


said the new Republican regime 
would welcome continued military 
aid from ‘‘friendly countries.’’ Ap- 
parently not yet aware of the 
arrival of the U.S. freighter with 
its arms cargo, Kassem told a 
press conference that two ship- 
ments of U.S. military aid were 
long overdue.

scene in the boudoir and not 
the corral? 

Hollywood, prior to 1956, filled 
the movie screens for a three-year 
period with a variety of oscula- 
tion known as the “deep” or

to such extremes that often ma- 
ture audiences tittered as the 
screen lover went after his ina- 
morata as though he were attack- 
ing a candy cone of spun-sugar. 

One 10-year-old boy, realistic, | 
but too young to be impressed, 
remarked, ‘“‘They look like gup- 
pies.”’ 

But “Life, the Copy Cat” (as 
Heywood Broun called it in a 
famous essay) took hold and deep | 
kisses quickly became a fad. | 
Among University of Michigan | 
coeds, the practice vf Hollywood- | 
type affection prompted one girls’ 
residence to ban kisses in the 
lounge and one visiting parent 
to exclaim, ‘‘Animals, nothing but 
animals.”’ | 

Hollywood itself put an end | 
to ‘‘open-mouth kissing’’ on the 
screen in a revised self-censor- 
ship code adopted in December 
1956. But a pattern had been set, 
and virtually in self-defense coeds 
at Shealy Hall, Purdue Univer- 
sity, recently ruled that goodnight | 
kisses “be as short as possible’’ 
and “display little or no emo 
tion.” Somewhat bravely they 
recommended handshaking _in- 
stead. 

The setting of standards is dif- 
ficult enough for youth ‘and they 
do try bravely) without grown-up 
double standards to compound 
the problem. It is grossly unfair 
to hold out to them unwholesome 
patterns and then cry havoc when 
they adopt the patterns as their 
own. 

Dr. Elizabeth Lee Vincent, pro- 
fessor of human development and 
behavior at Chatham College, | 
Pittsburgh, comments, ‘This gen- 
eration is experiencing the first. 
flush of frankness about sex. In 
the past much was hidden, or at 
least not publicly exposed. To- 
dav's frankness certainly has its 
advantages—but it has its obli- 
gations, too.”

Thrills'’’ and ‘*} Committed Adul- 
tery!” 
LOADED WITH SEX 

The movie ‘‘Baby Doll’’ used as 


its exploitation line, “She makes | 


her husband keep away. She won't 
let the stranger go.’ The film of 


Francoise Sagan's ‘‘Bonjour Tris- | 


tesse’’ was trumpeted as “‘loaded 
with sex’? and another recent of- 
fering suggestively described it- 
self as “recommended for adults 
and the more informed teen- 
agers.’ 

An example of what vouth has 
learned may be seen in the follow- 
ing “‘test.”” A psychology profes- 
sor at a Midwest university was 
gathering data on the dating hab- 
its of students. He conducted a 
poll among the boys on the 


campus, asking what sort of a re-| 


lationship they wished to establish 
with the girls they dated 

The results: 79— expected a gir] 
to “‘neck’”’ within three dates, 52— 
expected her to ‘‘pet,”’ and 36— 
said that within three dates they 
would “‘try to go the ‘limit.”’

A Doctor 


In Waiting 


Here’s a word for Georgia small towns who need doctors: 
How would you like to bring up your own? 

It's expensive, it may take a while, but an intense young 
Hungarian, soon-to-be-an-American, with three years’ medical 
training and a passionate desire to be a doctor, is available! 

George Banhidy, 27-year-old Hungarian, who fled from his 
Communist-occupied country in 1956 and came to America under 
the sponsorship of Church World Service, is the man. You can 
sign him up to practice in Georgia in any small town that needs 
his services or, for that matter, anywhere in the world, in a fetid 
swamp, a jungle or on the desert . . . if you'll lend him the 
money to finish his medical education. 


Mr. Banhidy and his wife came to Atlanta two years ‘ago 
in the hope that he could enroll at Emory. He couldn’t speak 
any English then and he was turned down. He has been working 
as a medical technician at Crawford Long Hospital, where his 
wife is also employed, studying English and trying to get in a 
medical school. 


Just this week he was accepted by one medical school in 
France and given assurance that he will probably be accepted at 
New York University’s School of Medicine. 

“IT want to stay in this country,” he said in a rush of eager, 
foreign-flavored English. “‘But I must study medicine! It is my 
religion. It is all I have ever wanted to do. If I cannot get in 
NYU then I must go to France. I will leave my wife asa... 
what you say ... collateral!” 

Both the Banhidys have received their first papers and intend 
to become naturalized Americans. For him practicing in the 
country or anywhere that a doctor is needed would be the realiza- 
tion of a dream. He is willing to sign notes if the citizens of a 
town are interested in lending the money, he can produce a co- 
signer, he said, and he will pay interest. 


“I promise anything!’’ he cried urgently. 
and I must get back m school.”’ 

The young man, a handsome, broad-shouldered fellow with 
fresh, clear color, intense gray eyes and dark curly hair, said he 
fought with resistance forces in Hungary but finally fled when 
the Communists settled down and took over. His father, a writer 


and artist, and his mother, operator of a flower shop, are still in 
Hungary. 


“The time is short 


“I do not ask for a gift,’’ he said. “This is not my nature to 
beg. I work, my wife works. We pay our way as far as we can. 
If | could be content to do any other kind of work—sell insurance 
or something like that—I would be all right. But I cannot. I 

must become a coctor.”’ 

When I talked to Mr. Banhidy—he gives his first name as 
George but his naturalization papers spell it the Hungarian way, 
Gyorgy—he had toured the local medical organizations and talked 
with W. R. Siebert at the Board of Regents. The regent’s scholar- 
ship fund for would-be rural doctors has a long list of waiting appli- 
cants, even if this young man were eligible. Everybody told him 
that Georgia small towns and rural areas need doctors but no- 
body was certain how to find a small town that is willing to ad- 
vance the money to educate a doctor. 


In the past there have been communities whose civic clubs 
raised the money to sponsor a medical student. Only last spring 
Mr. Siebert had a letter from a young man who was embarking 
on his last year’s internship and looking forward to putting his 
shingle in the little town whose citizens have made his career pos- 
sible. 


The reason I relay Mr. Banhidy’s plea is that some other town 
might be looking for a similar opportunity. If you want to get in 
touch with him, he and his wife live at 2441 Adina Dr., NE, Apart- 
ment 4. He does not want to be telephoned at the hospital during 
the cay but he is free in the evenings and can introduce you to 
physicians who are his friends and sponsors in this area.

If you've got a question, 
you’ve now got a place to find 
all the answers if you live in 
the Atlanta area. 

And the questions already 
pouring into the first southeast- 
ern office of Shopping Informa- 
tion Service (SIS) range from 
delivery of the first commer- 
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cial jet plane to where to find a 
large, nonpoisonous snake to 
use in a Junior Chamber of 
Commerce membership drive. 

The subjects on which SIS is 
prepared to answer go from the 
usual to the out of the ordinary. 
Free information about any 
product and where to get it, 
any type of repair or mainte- 
nance service, movies and enter- 
tainment, exhibits, catering 
services, church locations and 
times of services, name, loca- 
tion and facilities of restau- 
rants, clubs, hotels and motels, 
what stores are having sales, 
and the time and weather both 
locally and nationally. 


Plans are to institute a spe- 
cial convention service, too, 
which would have an SIS repre- 
sentative stationed at conven- 
tion headquarters to answer all 
questions. 


The service operates 24 hours 
a day, seven days a week and 
is free to the public with the 
expense borne by subscribing 
dusinesses. 

Actually, although the first 
U.S. office was opened a little 
more than a year ago in Los 
Angeles, SIS is not new. France 
began this service to give peo- 
ple information on the best buys 
of the day back in 1935. Ameri- 
can servicemen, coming to rely 
on the French SVP, brought 
back this idea to this country. 

Many of the questions can be 
answered in seconds with maps, 
files and reference books at the 


Army Intelligence, and Mrs. 
Jeanette, Barter, formerly in 
real estate. 

Dan Busbee, president of the 
organization, explained his 
qualifications to handle the SIS 
job. 

“First of all the woman must 
know Atlanta well since we 
lead callers over the city by 
phone. She must have a recep- 
tive mind to learn to look up in- 
formation quickly. She must be 
able NOT to ‘‘think” — but to 
know for sure the information is 
correct. And she must have a 
pleasing telephone personality 
so that people will know without 
us telling them that we are glad 
they called SIS.”
